~ A board or oflicers, consisting of General J.
C. Woodrufi, Colonel J. D. Kurtz, and Major
W. R. King, of the Corps of Euogineers of the
United States army, met yesterday noon, at the
oftice of the United States FEngineor, No.
208 Houth Fifth street. for the purposeof in-
quiring Into the foasibility of erecting the
Speakman drawbridge across the Delaware
and hearing any oujections that might be
offered. The plan proposed is for a suspension
bridge, having a draw with three (loors or rond-
ways, diverging from the main floor of the
bridge. It is intended that at least one of the
draws shall be closadiall the time, vessels en-
tering at one end before the draw is opened
at the other. Mr.William E. Cramp was before
the board and presented various objections to
the bridge, the prineipal ones being the ob-
etruction of the river by the piers, thus cansing
the ice to lodge, and the inadequate width of
the proposed draw, it being 70 feet, while the
width of the new city ice boat, for example, 8
68 feet, which would render it impossible for
her to pass through with safety, having a vessel
in tow, during the winter senson.

THE FIFTH WARD IMBROGLIO.

The Cerrespondence Between JMayer Fox,
United States Marshnl Gregory, nnd Gover-
nor GGieary.

The following correspondence passed yester-
day between Mayor Fox, Governor Geary, and
United States Marshal Gregory, with referonce
to the conduct of the electionffut the Third pre-
cinet of the Fifth ward: —

MAYOR FOX TG MARSHAL GREGORY.

Orrice or TueE Mavon or Tung City oF
PLAapeLPin A, PiapeLruia, Oct. 11, 1870 —
E. M. Gregory, Esq., United States Marshal for
the Eastern District of Pennsylvania—8ir:—I
have been informed that you have appoinied a
congiderable number of deputy marshals, sald
to be for the preservation of the peace during
the election hourg to-dav, of which I have had
no official notlee other than what I have heard
upon the streets. Of this 1 do not at present
mean to say more than merely Lo notice the
fact, but another feature has veen presented to
me which I could scarcely realize until I wit-
nested it myself, to wit:—a largs body of armed
men in United Btates uniform, with muskets
and bayonets fixed, parading our streets, Upon
inquiry at your oflice I was told that they were
marines brought bere from the United States
naval station at this port, upon your official
order or request, to be kepthere during to-day's
¢lection.

Ilook upon this fact as a serious outrage
upon the suthoritics of Philadelphin, and be
lieve their presence is caleulated to provoke ex-
citement and possibly bloodshed.

I protest against the introduction of armed
men, except in doe form of law, inte the eity
of Philadelphia, with any such objéct as that
stated, and ask that you will look at article 4,
gection 4 of the Constitution of the United
Btates, which reads thus: —

“The United States shall guarantee to every
State in this Union a republican form of govern-
ment, and shall proteet each of them against in-
vasion, and on application ol the Legislature or
of the Executive, when the Legislature cannot
be convened, againgt domestie violence,"

1, sir, am the Chief Magistrate of the City of
Philadelphia, charged with the preservation of
the publie peace, and no man has a right to in-
tervene until I, finding mysell unableto preserve
the peace of the city, apply to the Chiet Execu-
tive of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania,upon
whom must then devolve the respounsibility, if
the power ol the State is inadequate, of ap-

ealing to Lthe President of the United States for

Federal interyention.

1 beg leave to remind vou, sir, that thiscity ie
in a state of profound Ljuncc. and that 18 ordi-
nary police force has been found fully adequate
10 the preservation of the public peace. And
beg leave also to remind you that I have just re-
turned from visiting the place in which you sup-
posed disorder to exist, and only to find that
peacefulness, quietness and good order pre-
valled there, as was apparent to myself.

Ag Chief Muogistrate of Philadelplia, I demand
the instant disbandment of this armed force,

ANSWER OF MARSHAL GREGORY,

Early last evening Marshal Gregory replied
Lo the Mayor as follows: —

Usrren Brares Mansualr's Orrice, Oet, 11,
1870.—Hon, Danlel M. Fox, Mayor of Philadel-
phla—8ir:—I bave to acknowledge the receipt
of your Jeuer of this date, stating that you had

been informed that 1 had appointed o considara-
ble nnmber of deputy marshals, for the purpose
of preserving order at the polls,

In repiy thereto I wonld state that at the elec-
tien this day held, Representatives in Congress
were to be ehosen, and that under the provi-
slons of the sixth section of the nel of Congroas,
of July 14, 1870,, I was authorized to make such
appointments, The act of Congress |s in these
worde:—

“Bection 6 And be it farther enacted, That
in any city having upwards of twenty thousand
inhabitants, it shall be lawful for the Marshal
of the United Btates for the district wherein
eald eity shall be, to appoint ns many special
deputies ng may be necessary to preserve order
at any election at which Representatives in Con-
pgress are to be chosen: and sald deputies are
bhereby authorized to preserve order at such
eloctions, and to arrest for any offiense or breach
of the peace committed in their view."

This morning [ was informed by a number of
reliable cltizens that the colored voters of the
Third precinct of the Fifth ward were being ex-
clided from the polls. This was a violation of
the act of Congress of the 3d of March last, and
by one f the provisions of the same aclt it was
mide my duty to tuke cognizance of the affense
and see to the enforcement of the law. [ was
further informed that the depuaties that I had
appointed had been arrested by your policemen
and removed from the vicinity of thls precinet,
hnd that your policewen were present at this
particular precinet in very large numbers, and
were actually engaged in the exclusion of the
colored voters,

For the purpose of protecting my deputies in
the Inwful discharge of their duties in prevent-
ing the colored voters from being excluded
from the pollg, I called to my aid a small body
of muarines,

I daid this for the preservation of the peace,
and as a matter of absolute neceasity. The
netion which I have this day taken was in the
performance of my duty under the law.

To prevent her ranning aground, sull wads put
on and she was brought up to the wind, But sail
after anil was blown to ribbons, IFirst the Jibs weat,
awnd then the foretopsall,  All this dme he sen was
breaking over her and gwecping the decks fron the

The crew were holding on
to the rigging and to the bolwarks, (while the two
snilors who were lashed to the wheel were knocked
abont at random,

The National Guards, 70,000 strong, under Gos-
tave Flourcns, bave demanded of the governumeant
that Chassepot nifies be given them, and that o
change be made In the practice of opposing, on
every battle-tield , one Frenchman to three Prus-
glang, The avswer of the governmant was unfi-
vorable, and Flourens Las resigned his command.

GOLD DISCOVERIES,

A Warnlng Agnlast the Specnlators.

The San Francisco Bulletin pays: —

“Our neighbors in British Columbia were
anxiously waiting, at the date of our latest
exchanges, for the result of the assay of the
quartz which has lately been discovered in
the neighborhood of Victoria, 'There is no
doubt whatever that gold-bearing uartz
existsin more than one loeality in Vanconver
Island, and in such quantities as to afford
room for the expectation of rich mines being
developed there, provided the quslity of the
rock is good, It is somewhat extraordinary
that the locality of certain of these veins of
quartz has been known to many of the old
residents for some years past, but up
to the presemt time no practical attempts
bave been made to turn them to good
acconnt; and it is doubtful whether, even
should the assay promise well, much benefit
will be derived by the colony from the work-
ing of these mines, until the country is more
thickly populated, and labor becomes cheaper.
Gold may be bonght too dear; and as the
present supposed discoveries are in the imme-
diate vicinity of the town of Victoria, the
ground will all be speedily taken up by greedy
speculators, who in all probability will not
have sufficient capital to work quartz mines
with any prospect of success. When the
Fround is all taken up there will be a grand
ormation of joint stock companies, the
sbares in which will again be taken up by
still more needy speculators—men who have
not the energy to climb up the hillside to
stake off claums, and who will expect to
realize a fortune by the sale of shares at a
premium,

*Capitalists who would be ready to embark
their money in any legitimate wining opera-
tion which gave fair prospects of sucoess,
will find themselves hampered by speculators
and stock jobbers. We might perhaps use a
plainer term to designate the unserupulous
adventurers who, always on the lookout for
spoil, do not hesitate to eripple any under-
taking by their eagerness to secure pickings
for themselves, which might, but for their in-
terference, result in benetit to the com-
munity. Men without capital eannot suc-
cessfully engage in quartz mining, but they
can very successfully keep better men out,
We don't pretend to say that our friends in
Victoria might not suceceed in carrying on ex-
tensive gold mining operations with profit;
but from what we bave seen of former opera-
tions in that forlorn city, as well as nearer
home, we have but little hope of seeing
any energetic movement made by the
colonists which will lead them to prac-
tical success, until ome organic change
takes place which shall transmute the
citizens of Victoria from dull and listless
specnlators waiting npon fortune into active
citizens with practical ends in view, intent
upon raising homesteads for their families
and acquiring a comfortable independence
for themselves. It 18 possible that the result
of the assay may be snch as to induce a rush
to Victoria, but it is to be hoped that the
logal press will be most guarded in the ac-
counts which they publish. Nothing could
be more fatal to the interests of Vietoria, and
the colony of British Columbia, than another
rush of miners, who would be certain to en-
counter disappointment, hardship, and loss.
One or two quartz mining companies, with
abundant meaus at their disposal, might
work sucsessfully upon the hills adjacent to
Victoria—such, for instance, as Cedar Hill,
where the late discoveries are reported, and
at the Goldstrenm, where gold conld be
worked with profit, as has been proved by
assay. DBut it will not pay capitalists in this
city, er in any other place, to buy out the
needy discoverers, who would, upon the first
romor of purchasers being in the market,
become exorbitant in their demands,

“T'he people of British Columbia have pro-
bably learned by this time that mining, like
any other business, can only be successfully
carried on by dne obsorvance of legitimate
and Lusiness-like methods and habits, The
day is past for getting up frandulent excite-
ments on this coast. Whatever may be the
result of this present assay, thereis little
doubt that ina few years' time we shall see
gquariz-crushing mills in operation in the im-
diate neighborhiood. of Victoria. In the
meantime we sball be glad to chronicle any
real and substantial prospect of quartz
mining, or anything else likely to raige the
tone of our peighbors, and whilom good cus-
tomerg, of Vancounver Island; but we must
3 mphatically warn the members of the press
of the colony against giving the slightest en-
couragement to any sensational paragraphs
intended or calculated to oreate an unwar-
rantable excitement. Nothing, for instance,
can justify the expression of the opinion
that, should the assay turn out well, the dis-
covery will be one of the most important ever
mede on this coast, and we fear thisis the
strain into which the Victoria papers are
drifting."
